State into that of ^Connecticut. | Al- 
though tho peculiar jogromthe map has 
ofton been noticed and commeptea 
upon, it isiiot generally known that 
this very point was torjeafa thofonndv 
tion for a most bitter controversy be- 
tween the two-States 
From 1774 to 


1801 the question of division came sev- 
eral times before«pecial committees and 
'commissioners from Massachusetts^and 
town meetings were frequently held to 
settle the matter 
In 1774 Connecticut 
.attached a portion of land to South wick., 
south of tho original colony lino 
Ten 
years afterward, in 1784, a committee 
from Connecticut was appointed tot the 
purpose of establishing the bounds at 
Ithis point, bat BO tenacious was each 
'colony of every inch of territory that it 
I took more -than a score of years to settle 
'this very trifling matter 
| 
1 Two BoaiSla of Commissioners wore 
appointed! by Massachusetts and Con- 
InecUcut in*1293 to-ascertain and report 
tho exact boundaries of Sonthwick, 
(Sandisueld, New Marlboro, and farther 
west to tho New York State Ijne, and 
four years later, ID, 1797, joint commis- 
sioners were appointed to establish, the 
line cost of the ConnectuMr River. 
The Connecticut commissioners re- 
jported that tho lino uas nearly! all 
'correct except the tract of land in 
i question, a block about two and one- 
Ihalf miles squo.ro ut Southvucfc, which 
.Massachusetts thought sho should nave 
rto compensate her for the town jho had 
'lost This the commissioners refused to 
igrantin 1801, bntthis State was willing, 
tin 180% to compromise, so diie year 
later it was arranged -that Connecticut 
'should keep a slice of Soutbwlck ]and 
iMassachusetts should hold tho land west 
of the ponds in that place, tho sumo in- 
dentation into tho Nutmeg State which 
she now holds to-daj 
In May, 1810, 
Connecticut appointed another comrnit- 
itce to examine the Une cast of the Con- 
necticut Kiver, but 6f the result no re- 
port can bo found among the records of 
that State 
In May, 1822, however, the 


reports show that tho commissioners 
'agreed in all points, as in 1713, with 
i the exception of tho gore at Dnion 
Ae 


'the bouthcast corner of Woodstock had 
.extended mto Massachusetts 120 rods, 
land the northwest corner forty-eight 
(rods, a jog had been left in the colony 
'lino between Woodstock and Union. 
lhis*rwas tho only jogged point at issue 
'in tho report presented In 1822 
This 
jog was corrected in 1826, when the 
commissioners' report was agreed to by 
both Mates and the long iand tedious 
bound «rv line conttwersy between Mas 
s*u.hubettg and her sister came to an 
end 
Tho lino of the New Haven & 


Northampton

directly-through the jog connecting the 
two St-xtei, and Southw ick Ponds, cele- 
brated locally as a summer resoit, ho

SANTA Fs, N. M., June 23.—[Special 


telegram.]—For more than a month 
high waters have swept through the Bio 
Grande Valley, and ever; hour the course 
ol the river haa changed. As yet there Is 
DO promise of abatement, and at Alatolho 
and otter points the river was as high 
yesterday as it has been lor fifty years.

At Rlncon the course ol the river 
and the entire country Is so ranch changed 
as to be really unrecognizable.

A DA8TAEDLT ASSAULT. 


O. C^cComas, formerly of Decatur, the 


Victim or a Political Flgnt. 


Yesterday Harry M. Moore, of the De- 


catnr poatoffice, received a copy of the 
Daily New Mexican Reyiete. published 
st Santa Fe, New Mexico, which contains 
a column account of a dastardly assault 
made on his brother-in-law, 3 udge Charles 
C. MoOomas, at Albuquerque, N. M, 
recently. He was set upon by four men 
who followed him with revolvers and a 
gunny sack, which latter article they 
attempted to place over hie head, with the 
evident purpose of throwing him bodily 
into the river and let him drown. The 
paper says the assault is generally regard- 
ed as the outgrowth of a factional fight 
that has long raged in Beraabllo einnty 
In Ins position as district attorney Judge 
McOomaa has been several times called 
upon to take a bold ttand either for or 
against one or other of the opposing fac- 
tions struggling for political supremacy. 
The Review says Mr. MoComos is every- 
where recognized as a pure man, an hon- 
ored citizen and a faithful official. Some 
of his antagonists have attempted to se- 
-onre hia removal for the recent quashing 
of alleged fictitious indictments brought 
against Bernabllo county officers, bnt in 
this aobon Governor Sheldon sustains 
Judge MeOomas, and adds: "There is no 
power on earth that can cause his remo- 
val."

Judge MoOomas, who was at one time 


prosecuting attorney for Maoon county, 
and is known by many of our people, was 
knocked down three times by his assail- 
ants, and during the soolBe one of the vil 
loins kept pounding him over the bead 
with the handle of a revolver. MoComas 
was completely blinded by the blood flow- 
ing from the gashes on his head. Not 
one of the assailants spoke a word, and 
when help came they suddenly disap- 
peared. An attending physician stated to 
a reporter that there were eight large outs 
on the head of Judge MoComas, each ot 
which exposed the bone. The clothe* 
worn by the Judge were covered with 
clotted blood, and the coat was torn into 
tags and covered with dirt The wounds 
on the head were encrusted with sand, 
showing that the Judge had been thrown 
down after some of the wounds had been 
inflicted. The doctors say he will recover 
an his iknil was not fractured.
